A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  a treaty  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  Sweden,  made  and  con- 
cluded at  Stockholm,  on  the  fourth  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
ei^ht  hundred  and  sixteen,  by  Jonathan 
Russell,  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
S ates  ; and  the  Count  d’EnRestrom, 
Minister  of  State  for  Foreign  Afiairs,  & 
the  Count  Adolphe  George  de  Morncr, 
Counsellor  of  State;  fully  authorized 
and  empowered  by  their  respective  go- 
vernments, was  duly  ratified  onthetwenty 
» 'venth  day  of  May  last,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  third,  fourth,  and  sixth 
articles,  and  by  the  King  of  Sweden,  on 
the  twenty-fourth  day  ot  July  last  past, 
with  the  exception  of  the  three  articles 
referred  to  ; and  the  ratifications  of  the 
two  governments  as  aforesaid  have  been 
duly  exchanged  at  Stockholm,  by  the 
plenipotentiaries  of  the  United  States 
and  Sweden,  on  the  part  of  their  respec- 
tive governments,  which  treaty  is  in  the 
word's  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

the  A'ame  ojihe  ISIost  Holy  and  Indi- 
viaibit  Trinity. 

The  United  Slates  of  America,  and 
Jiis  majesty  the  king  of  Sweden  and  Nor 
way, equally  animated  with  a sincere  de- 
sire to  maintain  and  confirm  the  rela- 
tions of  friendship  and  c un  ei  ■ e which 
have  hit.icrto  ‘.ubsisted  between  the  two 
states,  and  bii  !g  convinced  that  tliis  ob- 
ject cannot  be  more  effc  .i  ally  accom- 
plished than  by  establishing,  reciprocal- 
ly, the  commerce  between  the  two  states 
\ipon  the  firm  basis  ot  liberal  and  cqui- 
tible  principles,  equally  advantageous 
to  both  countries,  have  name  , to  this 
end,  plenipotentiaries,  and  have  furnish- 
ed them  with  the  necessary  full  powei-s 
to  treat,  and,  in  their  name,  to  conclude 
a treaty,  to  wit : The  pre  ident  of  he 
United  States,  Jonathan  Russell,  a citi- 
zen of  the  said  United  States,  and  now 
their  minister  plenipotentiary  at  the 
court  of  Stockholm  ; and  his  majesty  the 
king  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  his  excel- 
lency the  count  Laurent  d’Engestrom, 
his  minister  of  state  for  foreign  affairs, 
chancellor  of  the  university  of  Lund, 
knight  commander  of  the  orders  of  the 
king,  knight  of  the  order  of  Charles 
XIII,  grand  cross  of  the  orders  of  St. 
Etienne  of  Hungary,  of  the  legion  of  ho- 
nor of  France,  of  the  lllack  Eagle  and 
of  the  Red  Eagle  of  Prussia — and  the 
count  Adolphe  George  de  Morncr,  his 
councillor  of  state,  and  commander  of 
the  order  of  the  Polar  Star  j and  the  said 
plenipotentiaries,  alter  having  produced 
and  exchanged  their  full  powers,  found 
in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  on 
the  following  articles : 

Article  First. 

There  shall  be  between  all  the  territo- 
ries under  the  dominion  of  the  United 
States  of  .\mcrica,  and  of  his  majesty 
the  king  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  a rcci- 
pr<  cal  liberty  of  commerce.  The  inhab- 
itants of  either  of  the  two  countries  shall 
have  liberty,  with  all  security  for  their 
persons,  vessels,  and  cargoes,  to  come 
freely  to  all  ports,  places,  and  livers, 
within  the  territories  of  the  other,  into 
which  the  vessels  of  the  most  favored  na- 
tions are  permitted  to  enter.  1 hey  can 
there  remain  and  reside  in  any  pan 
wha' soever  of  the  said  territories  ; they 
can  there  hire  and  occupy  houses  and 
warehouses  for  their  commerce  ; and, 
generally,  the  merchants  and  traders  ol 
each  of  the  two  nations,,  shall  enjoy  in 
the  other  the  most  complete  security  Ec 
protection  for  the  transaction  of  thcii  bu- 
siness, being  bound,  alone,  to  conform 
to  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  two  coun- 
tiics,  respectively. 

Article  Second. 

No  other  or  higher  duties,  impests, 
or  cliargis,  whatsoever,  shall  be  inipcs- 
c ; on  me  importation  into  the  territories 
,ofhis  majes.y  the  king  of  Sweden  and 


Norway,  of  the  produce  or  manufactures 
of  the  United  Slates,  nor  on  the  impor- 
tation into  the  United  Slates,  of  the  pro- 
duce or  manufactures  of  the  territories 
■)f  his  majesty  the  king  of  Sweden  and 
Norway,  than  those  to  which  the  same 
artick  swould  he  subjected  in  each  of  the 
two  countries,  respectively,  if  these  arti- 
cles were  the  growtli,  produce, or  maun- 
facturc,  of  any  other  country.  The  same 
principle  shall  likewise  be  observed  in  re- 
spect to  exportation,  in  such  manner 
that  in  each  of  the  two  countries,  res- 
pectively, the  articles  which  shall  be  ex- 
ported for  the  other,  cannot  be  charged 
with  any  duty,  impost,  or  charge,  what- 
soever, higher  or  other  than  those  to 
which  the  same  articles  would  be  sub- 
jected if  they  were  exported  to  any  oth- 
er country  whatever. 

Nor  shall  any  prohibition  be  imposed 
on  the  exportation  or  importation  of  any 
article,  the  growth,  produce,  or  manu- 
facture, of  the  territories  of  his  majesty 
the  king  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  or  of 
the  United  States,  to  or  from  the  said 
territories  of  his  majesty  the  king  of 
Sweden  and  Norway,  or  to  or  from  thej 
said  United  States,  which  shall  not  equal- 
ly extend  to  all  other  nations. 

Swedish  or  Norwegian  vessels  arriv- 
ing in  the  United  States  the  produce 
or  manufactures  of  their  countries,  or 
exporting  from  the  United  States  the 
produce  or  manufactures  of  said  States, 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay,  either  for  the 
vessels  or  the  cargoes,  any  other  or  high- 
er duties,  imposts,  or  charges,  whatso- 
ever, than  these  which  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  would  pay  in  the  same 
circumstances  ; and,  vice  versa,  the  ves- , 
sels  of  the  United  States,  r,ni'i,ig  in 
ballast,  or  importing  into  the  teiritorics 
under  the  dominion  of  his  majesty  t.ic 
king  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  the  pro- 
duce or  manufactures  of  tlie  U.  States, 
or  exporting  from  the  territories  under 
the  dominion  of  his  majesty  the  king  of 
Sweden  and  Norway,  the  prorluec  or 
manufactures  of  these  territories,  s all 
not  pay,  either  for  the  vessels  or  the  c ir- 
gocs,  anyolheror  higher  duties,  imposts, 
or  charges,  whatsoever,  than  those  which 
would  be  paid  if  these  articles  were  trans- 
ported by  Swedish  or  Norwegian  vessels 
respectively. 

That  which  is  here  above  stipulated, 
shall  also  extend  to  the  Swcdisii  colony 
of  St.  Barihelemy,  as  well  in  what  re- 
lates to  the  rights  and  advantages  which 
the  vessels  of  the  United  Slates  shall  en- 
joy in  its  ports,  as  in  relation  to  those 
which  the  vessels  of  the  colony  shall 
enjoy  in  the  ports  of  the  United  Slates, 
provided  the  owners  are  inhabitants  of 
St.  Bartlielemy,  and  there  established 
and  naturalized,  and  shall  have  there 
caused  their  vessels  to  be  naturalized. 

-irticle  Third. 

His  majesty  the  king  of  Sweden  and 
Norway,  agrees  that  all  ariicKs,  tin 
grow  h,  produce,  or  manufacture, ofthc 
VV'est  Indies,  which  are  permitted  to  be 
imported  ill  Swedish  or  Norwegian  ves- 
sels, whether  these  ar'ides  be  imported, 
directly  or  indirectly,  from  said  Indies, 
may  likewise  be  imported  into  its  terri- 
tories 111  vessels  of  the  United  States,  and 
there  shall  not  be  paid,  either  for  said 
vcRsels  or  the  cargoes,  any  higher  or 
other  duties,  imiiotts,  or  charges,  what- 
soever than  those  which  would  be  paid 
bv  Swedish  or  Norwegian  vessels  in  the 
same  circumstances,  with  an  addition  ' 
only  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  said  du- 
ties, imposts,  and  charges,  and  no  more. 

In  order  to  avoid  misapprehension  in 
t^is  respect,  it  is  expressly  declared,  that 
tne  term  “West  Indies”  ought  to  be  ta- 
ken in  its  most  extensive  sense,  com- 
prising all  that  portion  of  the  earth, 
whether  main  land  or  islands,  which  at 
any  time  has  been  denominated  the 
West  Indies,  in  contradisliiictiaii  to  that 
other  portion  of  the  earth  denominated 
the  East  Ini'i  s. 

Article  Fourth. 

The  United  States  of  America,  on 
their  part,  agree,  that  all  articles,  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture,  of 
the  countries  surrounding  the  Baltic  sea 
or  bordering  tl.crcon,  which  are  per- 
mitted to  be  imported  in  vessels  of  the 
United  Slates,  whether  these  articles  be 
imported,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
the  Baltic,  may  likewise  he  imported  in- 
to the  United  States  in  Swedish  vessels 
or  Norwegian  vessels;  and  there  shall 
not  then  be  paid  for  the  said  vessels,  or 
for  the  cargoes,  any  higher  or  other  du- 
ties, imposts,  or  charges,  wliaisocvcr, 
than  those  which  would  be  paid  by  ves- 
sels of  the  United  States  in  the  same 
circumstances,  with  an  addition  omy  of 
ten  per  centum  on  the  said  duties,  im- 
posts, and  charges,  and  no  more. 

In  order  to  avoid  all  uncertainty  in 
respect  to  the  duties,  imposts,  or  c larg- 
ts,  whatsoever,  which  a vessel  belong- 
ing to  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  one  of; 
the  contracting  parties  ought  to  pay,  on  | 
arriving  in  the  pons  of  the  other,  with  aj 
cargo  consisting  partly  of  articles,  lhe| 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture,  of  thc^ 
country  to  which  the  vessel  belongs,! 
and  partly  of  any  other  merchandize,  j 
which  the  said  vessel  is  permitted  toim-; 

I port  by  the  preceding  articles,  it  is  agreed  ^ 
that  in  case  a cargb  should  be  thus  mix- 
ed, the  vessel  shatl  always  pay  the  duties, 
impests,  and  cln  .ges,  according  to  the  ; 
nature  of  that  part  oftl;c  cargo  which  is  j 


subjected  to  the  highest  duties,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  vessel  imported 
this  sort  of  merchandize  only. 

-Irticle  Fifth. 

The  high  contracting  parties  grant 
mutually  the  liberty  of  having  in  the 
places  of  commerce  and  ports  ofthe  oth- 
er, consuls,  vice  consuls,  or  commercial 
agents,  who  shall  enjoy  all  the  protec- 
tion and  assistance  necessary  for  the  due 
discharge  of  their  functions.  But  it  is 
here  expressly  declared,  that  in  case  of 
illegal  or  improper  conduct  in  respect 
to  the  laws  or  government  of  the  coun- 
try to  which  they  are  sent,  the  said  con- 
sul, vice  consul,  or  agent,  may  be  cillier 
punished  according  to  law,  dismissed,  or 
satit  away,  by  the  offended  government, 
that  government  assigning  to  the  other 
the  reasons  therefor.  It  is,  nevertheless, 
understood,  that  the  archives  and  docu- 
ments relative  to  the  afl’airsof  the  consu- 
late shall  be  protected  from  all  exami- 
nation, and  shall  be  carefully  preserved, 
being  placed  under  the  seal  of  the  con- 
sul and  of  the  authority  of  the  place 
where  he  shall  have  resided. 

The  consuls  and  their  deputies  shall 
have  the  right,  as  such,  to  act  as  judges 
and  arbitrators  in  the  differences  whicli 
m y arise  between  the  captains  Sc  crews 
ofthe  vessels  of  the  nation  whose  affairs 
are  entrusted  to  tlieir  care.  The  res- 
pective governments  shall  have  no  riglit 
to  interfere  in  matters  of  il.is  kind,  ex- 
cept the  conduct  of  the  captain  and  crew 
shall  disturb  the  peace  and  tranquility  of 
the  country  in  which  the  vessel  may  be, 
or  that  the  consul  of  the  place  shall  feel 
himself  obliged  to  resort  to  the  interpo- 
sition and  support  of  the  executive  au- 
thority to  cause  his  decision  to  be  respect- 
ed  Sc  maiiitaincd.  It  being,  nevertheless, 
undci stood,  that  this  kind  of  judgment, 
or  award,  shall  not  deprive  the  contend- 
ing parlies  of  the  right  which  they  shall 
have,  on  their  return,  torecurto  the  ju- 
dicial authorities  of  their  own  country. 

Article  Sixth. 

In  order  to  prevent  all  dispute  and  un- 
certainty in  respect  to  what  may  be  con- 
s'dered  as  being  the  growth,  nred  ice, 
and  manufacture,  of  the  contfActing  par- 
ties respectively,  it  is  agreed,  that  what- 
ever the  cliief  or  intendant  of  the  cus- 
toms shall  have  designated  and  specifi- 
ed as  such,  in  the  cleaarnce  deliveicdto 
the  vessels  which  depart  from  the  Euro- 
pean ports  of  Ids  majesty  the  ki.  g ol 
Sweden  and  Norway,  shall  be  ackno.v- 
ledged  and  admitted  as  suth  in  the  Um- 
ted  States;  and  tnat,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, wliatever  tlie  chief  or  collector  ot 
the  customs  in  the  ports  of  the  U.  St..lcs 
shall  have  designated  and  specifictl  as 
the  growth,  produce,  or  manutactiire,  ot 
the  United  States,  shall  be  acknowledg- 
ed and  admitted  as  such  in  the  territories 
of  his  majesty  tnc  king  of  Sweden  and 
Norway. 

T he  specification  or  designation  given 
by  the  thief  of  the  customs  in  the  colo- 
nics of  his  majesty  jthe  king  of  Sweden 
and  Norway. 

The  specification  or  designation  given 
by  the  chief  of  the  custonis  in  the  colo- 
nies of  his  majesty  toe  king  of  Sweden 
and  Norway,  and  confirmed  by  the  go- 
lenior  ot  the  colony,  shall  be  considered 
as  sufficient  proof  of  the  origin  of  the  ar- 
ticles thus  specified  or  designated  to  ob- 
tain for  them  admission  into  the  ports  of 
the  United  States  accordingly. 

Article  Seventh. 

Tlie  citizens  or  subjects  of  one  of  the 
contracting  panics,  arriving  with  their 
vessels  on  any  coast  belonging  to  the  o- 
llu-r,  but  not  willing  to  enter  into  port, 
or  being  entered  into  port,  and  not  will- 
ing to  unload  or  break  bulk,  shall  have 
liberty  to  depart,  and  to  (lursue  their 
voyage,  without  molestation,  and  with- 
out being  obliged  to  lender  account  of 
their  cargo,  or  to  pay  any  duties,  im- 
posts, or  charges,  whatsoever,  on  the  ves- 
sels or  cargo,  excepting  only  the  dues  ol 
pilotage,  when  a pilot  shall  have  been 
employed,  or  those  ol  (|uayage,  or  light 
money,  whenever  these  dues  are  paid  in 
the  same  eircumstanccs  by  the  citizens 
or  subjects  of  the  country.  It  being, 
nevertheless,  understood,  that  whenever 
the  vessels  belonging  to  the  citizens  or 
subjects  of  one  of  the  contracting  par- 
ties shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  ofthc 
other,  they  shall  coniorm  to  the  laws 
and  regulatiuns  concerning  navigation, 
and  the  places  and  ports  into  which  they 
may  be  permitted  to  enter,  which  are  in 
force  with  regard  to  the  citizens  orsub- 
jeets  of  the  country  ; and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  officers  of  the  customs  in  the 
district  where  the  said  vessels  may  be, 
to  visit  them,  to  ivniain  tin  board,  and  to 
take  such  precautions  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  prevent  all  illicit  commerce 
while  such  vessels  remain  within  the 
said  jurisdiction. 

.irticle  Eighth. 

It  is  also  agreed,  tliat  the  vessels  ofonc 
of  the  contracting  jianies,  entering  the 
ports  ofthe  other,  shall  he  permitted  to 
discharge  a part  only  of  their  cargoes, 
M henever  '.lie  captain  or  owner  shall  de- 
sire so  to  do,  and  they  sliail  be  allowed  to 
i!c|iart  freely  with  the  remainder,  with- 
out paying  any  duties,  imposts,  of  charg- 
es whatsoever,  except  oiuhat  partwhicii 
shall  have  been  landed,  and  which  shall 
he  marked  and  noted  on  the  list  or  man- 
ifest containing  the  enumeration  of  the 
uKiChandisc  v.hich  the  vessel  ought  to 


have  on  board,  and  which  list  ought  al- 
ways to  be  presented,  without  reserva- 
tion to  the  otlicers  of  the  custonis  at  the 
place  where  the  vessel  shall  have  arriv- 
ed ; and  nothing  shall  be  paid  on  the 
part  of  the  cargo  « hich  the  vessel  takes; 
and  tlic  said  vessel  may  proceed  there- 
with to  any  other  port  or  ports  in  the 
same  country,  into  wliich  vessels  of  the 
most  favoured  nations  arc  permitted  to 
^nter,  and  there  dispose  of  the  same;  or 
the  said  vessel  may  depart  therewith  to 
the  ports  of  any  other  country.  It  is, 
however,  undeistood,  that  the  duties,  im- 
posts or  charges,  whicli  are  payable  on 
the  vessel  itself,  ought  to  be  paid  at  the 
first  port  where  it  lareaks  bulk  and  dis- 
charges a part  of  the  cargo,  and  that  no 
such  duties  or  iinpositioiis  shall  be  again 
demanded  in  the  ports  of  the  same  coun- 
try where  the  said  vessel  may  thereafter 
enter,  except  the  inhabitants  of  the  coun- 
try be  subjecicii  to  further  duties  in  the 
same  circuinsLuiccs. 

-irticle  J\Tinth. 

The  citizens  or  subjects  ofonc  of  the 
contracting  parties,  shall  enjoy  in  the 
ports  of  the  other,  as  well  for  their  ves- 
sels as  for  their  merchandize,  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  entrepot,  which 
are  enjoyed  by  the  most  favored  nations, 
in  the  same  ports. 

Article  Tenth. 

In  case  any  vessekhelonging  to  either 
of  the  two  states,  or  to  their  citizens,  or  . 
subjects,  shall  be  stranded,  shipwrecked, 
or  have  suffered  any  other  damage  on 
the  coasts  under  the  dominion  of  either 
ofthe  parties,  all  aid  and  assistance  shall 
be  given  to  the  persons  shipwrecked,  or 
who  may  be  in  danger  thereof,  and  pass- 
ports shall  be  granted  them  to  return  to 
their  own  country.  The  ships  and  mer- 
chandize wrecked,  or  the  proceeds  there 
of,  if  the  effects  be  sold,  being  claimed 
in  a year  and  a day,  by  the  owners,  or 
their  attorney,  shall  be  restored  on  pay 
iiig  the  same  costs  of  salvage,  confonna- 
lily  to  the  laws  an  l usages  ol  the  twona 
tions,  which  the  ritizens  or  subjects  rf 
the  country  would  pay  in  tiic  same  cir- 
cumstances. 'I'he  respective  govern- 
ments shall  watch  over  the  companies 
which  are  or  may  be  i.islitutcd  for  saving 
shipwrecked  persons  and  property,  that 
vexations  and  abuses  may  not  take  place. 

■ .friirle  F.lcventh. 

It  is  agrccil  tb.at  vessels  arriving  di- 
r ct  from  the  United  Slates, -at  a port 
under  the  dominion  of  his  majesty,  the 
king  of  Sweden  and  Ni-r  vay,  r,r  from 
tcic  pints  of  his  said  majes'y  in  Europe 
at  a port  of  tiic  United  Stales,  furnished 
with  a r.erliricatc  ot  In  aith  from  the 
competi  nt  health  offic  r of  the  port 
u hence  they  took  their  departure,  certi- 
f.  ing  that  iio  malignant  or  contagious 
disease  existed  at  i . t port,  shall  not  be 
subjected  to  ai.y  other  quarantine  than 
such  as  shall  he  necessary  for  the  visit 
ofthc  health  officer  of  the  port  at  wliich 
they  have  arrived  ; but  shall,  after  such 
visit,  he  permiited  immediately  to  enter 
and  discharge  their  cargoes : Provided 
a, ways,  that  there  may  not  be  found  any 
persan  on  board  who  has  been,  during 
the  voyage,  sfilicted  with  a maiignantor 
contagious  disi  asc,  and  tliat  the  country 
from  which  the  v.  ssel  comes  may  i.M  be 
so  generally  regarded  at  the  time  as  in- 
fected, or  suspected,  that  it  has  been 
previously  netessary  to  issue  a regula- 
tion by  viliic'i  all  vessels  coming  from 
that  countr  arc  regarded  as  suspected, 
and  subjected  to  quaraniiiic. 

-Irtirle  Twelfth. 

The  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce, 
concluded  at  Paris,  in  1783,  by  the  Fle- 
nipoteiniarics  of  the  United  States  and 
of  his  majesty  the  king  of  Sweden,  is  re- 
mewed  and  put  in  force  by  the  present 
tr.'aly,  in  respect  to  all  which  is  contain- 
ed in  tne  second,  liftli,  sixth,  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth, 
thntccnth,four(ceiiih,filtecnth,  sixteenth 
seventceth,  eiglilceiith,  niiicieeuth,  iwen 
ty-first,  twenty-second,  twenty-third,  and 
iwcnty-fiuh,  articles  of  the  said  treaty,  as 
well  as  tiic  separate  articles  one,  two, 
four,  and  five,  which  were  signed  the 
same  day  by  the  same  plenipotentiaries; 
and  the  articles  specified  shall  be  consi- 
dered to  have  as  f«ll  force  and  vigor  as 
if  they  were  inserted  word  for  word  : — 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  stipula- 
tions contained  in  the  articlis  above 
me.uticncd  shall  always  be  considered  as 
making  no  change  in  the  conventions 
preiioiisly  concluded  with  other  friend- 
ly and  allied  nations. 

Article  Thirteenth. 

Considering  the  distance  of  the  res- 
pective cof.iitries  of  the  two  high  con- 
tracting parties,  and  the  uncertainty  that 
results  there  from  in  relation  to  the  va- 
1 ions  events  which  may  take  place,  it  is 
agreed  that  a merebant  vessel,  belong- 
ing to  one  of  the  contracting  parties,  £c 
destined  to  a port  supposed  to  be  blocka- 
ded at  the  time  of  her  departure,  shall 
not,  however,  he  cay.lurc'l  or  condemned 
for  having  a first  time  attempted  to  en- 
ter the  said  port,  unless  it  tuny  he  prov- 
cil  that  the  said  veS)Cl  could  and  oiiglit 
to  have  learned  on  her  passage,  that  the 
place  in  question  continued  to  be  in  a 
state  of  blockade.  But  vessels  which, 

I after  ha\  ing  been  once  turned  away,  shall 
ai'mipt  a second  time,  during  the  same 
VO-  age,  to  enter  the  same  port  of  the 
cf.euiy,  uliile  the  blockade  continues, 


shall  he  liable  to  detention  and  Condem- 
nation. 

Article  Fot&teenth. 

1 he  present  treaty,  when  the  same

PROVISIONAL  ORDINANCE. 
Office  of  the  General  Congress  of  Ven- 
ezuela, Jor  the  direction  of  the  execu- 
tive ftotver  of  the  rehublic, 

SIMON  BOLIVAR,  Pi'fsklent,  Ecc- 

Whereas  the  national  congress  lias  de- 
creed the  following  ordinance,  for  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  department  of 
government,  that  is  to  say, 

1.  The  Supreme  command  of  the 
military  and  naval  forces  for  the  repub- 
lic, their  organization  and  discipline 
conformable  to  the  rules  hitherto  exist- 
ing, and,  till  congress  shall  determine 
othcrtyise,  shall  reside  in  the  president 
of  the  republic. 

2.  The  executive  shall  nominate  to  all 
offices  and  functions  of  the  republic,  un- 
til congress  shall,  by  special  law,  deter- 
mine which  of  the  public  trusts  shall 
Test  in  conj.ress  itself. 

3.  The  president  is  thccliiefof  the 
general  administration  of  the  republic. 

4.  The  president  is  charged  with  the 
preservation  of  order  and  tranquility 
thronghout  the  republic. 

5.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  lay  before 
congress  all  complaints  against  persons 
charged  with  high  crimes,  felonies,  mis- 
demeanors in  office,  and  maleversions  in 
office,  usurpation,  or  neglect  of  duty,  or 
incompctency  to  perform  the  functions 
or  stations  to  which  they, may  have  been 
appointed. 

6.  Prom  this  obligation  are  excluded 
militai  y crimes,  which  are  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  criminal  code  until  con- 
gress shall  finally  establish  the  classifi- 
cation of  the  penal  code. 

7.  He  appoints  and  receives  all  diplo- 
matic agents. 

8.  He  conducts  all  negodations  with 
foreign  nations,  forming  treaties  of  alli- 
ance, commerce,  and  all  other  aflairs 
ivhic^  may  be  necessary  to  the  good  of 
the  state  ; subject  however  to  the  appro- 
bation and  ratification  of  congress. 

9.  He  is  charged  with  the  promulga- 
tion and  execution  of  the  laws  and  de- 
crees of  congress,  and  shall  affix  to  them 
the  seals  of  the  republic. 

10.  He  orders  t!ie  execution  of  the 
sentences  which  may  be  pronounc- 
ed by  congress,  or  by  the  judiciavy  pow- 
er according  to  law. 

11.  In  cases  of  an  extreme  nature,  be 
may,  having  just  and  adequate  cause, 
suspend  execution  of  sentence,  and  re- 
fer the  case  back  to  the  tribunal  which 
passed  sentence  ; and  in  case  the  tribu- 
nal sliall  adhere  to  its  sentence,  it  shall 
be  bis  duty  to  refer  the  case  to  congress, 
who  will  finally  decide. 

12.  In  respect  to  humanity,  the  exec- 
utive is  authorised  to  mitigate,  upon 
reasonable  cause,  severe  puni.sliments, 
to  commute  them  for  milder  punish- 
ments, or  to  pardon  even  in  capital  cas- 
es; but  in  the  latter  circumstance,  the 
judiciary  shall  be  consulted,  and  remis- 
sion or  pardon  shall  not  take  place,  but 
when  their  information  authorises  it. 

13.  The  president  is  authorised,  wlien 
be  may  deem  it  expedient,  to  publish  a 
particular  or  general  amnesty,  as  it  may 
appear  to  him  best  adapted  to  the  stale 
of  the  country  w hich  may  b ■ in  posses- 
sion of  the  enemy,  or  as  the  measure 
may  tmd  to  terminate  the  war. 

14.  The  president  shall  give  to  con- 
gress, or  its  acting  committees,  fiithful 
and  exact  periodical  report  and  informa- 
tion of  every  description,  discriminating 
between  what  may  be  made  public — and 
what  may  be  preserved  from  present 
public  interests. 

15.  The  ministers  and  heads  of  de- 
partments, whom  he  may  nominate,  shall 
give,  without  delay,  to  congress,  every 
information  that  m y be  required  ol 
them,  under  the  res- rvation  of  what  is 
excepted  in  the  pi---cfding  article,  of 
wliicii  congress  shall  be  the  judge. 

16.  He  shall  grant  letters  of  marqiv, 
and  reprisals,  conformably  witii  tue  law 
of  nations,  adhering  to  the  forms  at  pre- 
sent in  use,  until  congress  shall  establish 
Dew  forms. 

17.  As  a sumptuary  regulation,  the 
president  shall  bo  invested  with  au- 
thority to  raise  troops  and  organize 
them,  and  receive  persons  from  lorcign 
nations,  appoint  them  to  duties  and  sta- 
tions adapted  to  their  qualifications,  and 
direct  their  distribution ; and  he  shall 
form  contracts  to  sustain  the  armed 
force  by  sea  and  land.

The  town  of  Buenos  Ayrts,  as  jmij 
read  iu  h.istoiy,  was  settled  about  '-'OOi 
years  ago,  and  nas  100,000  inhabitants.! 
It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  livci  j 
La  I’lata,  170  miles  from  the  sea  shore,' 
on  a spot  considerably  elevated  above! 
the  adjacent  country,  by  which  it  posses- 
ses a commanding  prospert.  On  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river,  which  is  here 
.50  miles  broa.'l,  stands  Monte  Video,  be- 
longing totlie  I’ortiiguese.  Buenos  .\y- 
res  is  liandsomely  laid  out  in  squares,  the 
streets  crossing  at  right  angles ; br.t  tliey 
arc  generally  nr.rrow  ami  filthy.  The 
houses,  which  arc  built  ol  brick,  and  at- 
tenvards  whitewashed,  are  only  one  sto- 
ry high,  V.  ith  Rat  roof.  ; the  greater  pan  | 
oflliem  are  large  ami  convenient,  and 
•some  of  them  have  a magnificent  ap- 
pearance. Tiiis  town  might  well  be 
styled  a town  of  forts,  as  every  house  can 
inoiml  J cannon  on  its  top,  and  in  every 
other  respeet  they  are  calculated  to  re- 
pel tlie  attacks  of  an  enemy. 

Tiic  houses  have  only  one  door  in 
front,  which  opens  into  a large  square 
court  yard,  out  of  which  you  enter  the 
different  apartmen's,  llic  floor  of  which 
are  paved  with  brick,  and  are  often  ele- 
gantly furnished.  (9n  each  side  of  the 
i door  there  is  a grated  window,  similar  to 
^ our  jail  windows,  being  the  only  aperture 
for  admitting  light  and  air  in  the  front. 
You  will  be  surprized,  when  I inform 
you,  th-At  there  is  but  one  chimney  iu 
the  whole  town.  'I'he  fact  is,  the  inhab- 
itants have  very  little  t;sc  for  lire  ex- 
cept in  cooking,  which  is  done  in  a cor- 
ner of  the  court  yard  by  means  of  a 
small  oven.  The  climate  is  remarkably  i 
fine,  with  a pure  air,  which  renders  the 
situation  very  healthy.  Sickness  indeed! 
is  rare  here,  and  all  classes  arc  strangers' 
tothose  distressing  and  fatal  complaints, 
eoDsninptions, dropsies,  Ecc.  Etc. to  whichl 
the  rest  of  the  world  arc  subject.  'I'hcy! 
unifornity  live  to  a great  age.  'I'he: 
sailors  affirm  that  the  old  women  never 
die,  but  arc  finally  blown  ofl’  by  the 
Pam/iaros,  a terrible  wind  which  pre- 
vails licre  at  certain  seasons,  and  fre- 
quently docs  great  damage  to  the  ship- 
ping.  ■ 

It  being  the  latter  part  of  their  sum- 
mer when  1 arrived  here,  I had  the  jilca- 
surc  of  wilntsbhig  Iheii-  rich  harvest  of 
uxuiies,  so  natural  to  this  country,  the 
soil  of  which  is  so  fenilc  that  it  produ- 
ces in  great  abundance  w ith  liulc  or  no 

bor.  1 caclics  grow  wild  in  large 
groves,  and  are  the  finest  I ever  beheld  ; 
they  excel  not  only  in  beauty  but  in  taste 
and  flavor.  Their  strawberries  also  are 
the  largest  I ever  saw>  Oranges,  le- 
mons, figs,  mcllons,  mange,  a'nd  a varie- 
ty of  other  exquisite  fruits  grow  herb  in 
great  perfection.  'I'hcsewiih  abundance 
ol  vegetables  are  exposed  by  cart-loads 
ill  the  market  place,  which  is  one  of  the 
mes;  interesting  objects  in  Buenos  Ay- 
res. It  forms  an  oblong  square,  occupy- 
ing about  two  acres,  w ith  a row  of  hatul- 
some  buildings  extending  through  the 
centre,  in  tli  the  middle  of  which  llirre 
is  an  archway  to  facilitate  the  communi- 
cation with  all  parts  of  the  town.  'I’he

Tito  rest  of  the  peo- 
ple are  rallier  liai.-’.somc  than  otherwise, 
partirularly  tne  b .at ales,  who  are  na: 
tall  bi.t  elegantly  shape,!,  anti  then 
tlress  is  imit  h caloiilateil  to  s«  toT  their 
delicate  limbs  to  great  advantage.  The 
beanty  of  their  animated  fv-atiires,  ami 
the  brilliancv  cf  I 'j  r tine  black  spark- 
lUig  eyes,  are  not  to  be  cqiialleil.  They 
ate  xind-heaited, and  are  very  partial  to 
North  Anicricaiis. 

it  migl'.t  naturally  be  concluded,  that 
t people  living  in  so  fine  it  climate,  and 
enjoying  so  many  naturai  advantages,  re- 
qiiireil  nothing  liwt  their  iiidepenileiice 
to  make  them  completely  happy.  1 fear. 
However,  that  the  time  is  far  distant, 
when  they  will  acquire  this  jpeat  and 
invaluahie  blessing.  There  is  as  yet  no 
regular  code  of  laws;  all  di.sjnites  are 
settled  by  an  Alc,idi,  (or  judge.)  Ow- 
ing partly  to  this,  but  much  to  the  ]iro- 
pensitics  of  the  tiatives,  the  most  enor- 
niotis  crimes  are  daily  committed.  As- 
sassination is  sof.  equent,thatit  is  scarce- 
ly taken  notice  of.  'I'wo  or  three  per- 
sons arc  often  found  lying  dead  iu  the 
market  place,  where  it  is  common  to 
bring  them  to  be  recognized  by  their 
friends,  'i'he  lower  class  of  people  are 
the  most  abject  set  of  wretches  in  the 
creation  ; there  is  no  crime  llial  they 
are  not  base  enough  to  commit;  and  al- 
though they  possess  so  fine  a soil,  they 
are  too  lazy  to  cultivate  it. 

1 shall  s ty  but  little  concerning  their 
politics,  as  nothing  of  any  importance 
has  lately  occurred.  'I'licre  arc  three 
distinct  parties,  which  occasions  frequent 
and  sudden  changes  in  their  administra- 
tion. It  is  reported  that  General  Arti- 
gas  has  made  peace  with  the  govern- 
ment, which,  if  true,  will  almost  ensure 
the  independence  cf  the  prov  inccs  of 
La  Plata  and  Peru.  This  man  was  once 
a general  ii>  the  service  of  Buenos  Ay- 
res, and  afterwards  at  the  head  of  three 
administrations.  Having  refused  to  as- 
sist him  in  a w ar  with  the  I’ortugucse, 
he  withdrew  liis  army  into  the  interior, 
where,  without  tuoncy  or  revenue  of  a- 
ny  description,  he  maintained  a success- 
ful war  against  them ; subsisting  bis 
troops  principally  on  the  wild  cattle  and 
hot scs  with  wliicli  this  couiitry  abounds, 
while  the  skins  of  the  sheep  served  them 
lor  clothing.  He  has  20,00u  i avalry  of 
this  description. 


lower  part  cot.sists  of  dry  goods  stores 
and  the  top,  which  is  entirely  il.vt,  is  sur- 
rounded by  a railing  w ith  cannoti  mount- 
ed on  it. 

There  are  a great  many  churches  in 
Buenos  Ayres,  some  of  wlvich  are  very 
old,  and  in  a decayed  stale,  resembling 
huge  piles  of  bricks  with  ten  or  or  twelve 
bells  suspended  therefrom  at  difl'erent 
points.  Those  of  later  erection  are  c- 
qually  large  and  display  considerable 
tusle.  Home  ol  their  spires  are  gilt  and! 
decoi  ated  with  images  ; but  the  interior} 
is  most  ir.tcresting  t j.sti  angers ; here, in! 
an  uninleiTiipted  space  of  about  20o} 
feet,  you  may  see,  at  a!l  times  of  the  day 
a inimherol  pcis.<ns, iiiincipclly  w omen, 
on  their  knees,  worsliippiiig  before  the 
lilar  and  the  images.  Tliere  are  no 
seats  or  pews  ; a carpet  is  spread  on  the 
floor  on  w hich  they  kneel.  The  alur  is 
,il  one  end  surrctiiided  with  golden  can- 
dlcbticks ; over  the  top  are  gilt  images 
profusely  decorated  with  the  most  costly 
ornaments,  in  which  is  displayed  great 
ingeiiuily.  Around  the  interior  stands 
the  twelve  apostles  in  rich  embroidered 
dresses.  Tiie  image  of  our  Saviour  is 
likewise  presented  on  the  cross  w ithout 
any  coveting  but  a sash.  He  isrepre- 
sv tiled  in  t!ic  agonies  of  death.  .\li  the 
images  arc  as  large  as  life.  On  enter- 
ing one  of  those  churches  the  mind  is 
sirnck  with  the  awful  solemnity  which 
prevails  in  their  worship.  The  apjia- 
rent  devotion  of  the  kticeling  assembly,' 
with  their  bands  folded  over  their  breasts' 
and  their  eyes  liirceled  upwards  in  so-;

to  this  employment.  'Fhese  wretched 
men  often  get  killed  in  the  contest,  a cir-

Home  changes,  says  a letter  from 
Frankfort,  in  the  form  of  government, 
arc  expected  in  the  difl'erent  states  of 
Germany.  Austria  ajipcars  immovea- 
ble in  the  midst  i/f  the  general  agita- 
tion. 'I'hey  wisli  to  maintain  the  aristo- 
cratic institutions  in  the  two  kingdoms 
of  Saxony  and  Hanover.  But  it  is  not 
believed  liiey  can  succeed. 

Geruiany  appears  much  agitated  in 
every  jiaii:  the  principles  of  just  and 
free  government  are  canvassed  and  sup- 
ported. 'I'hey  are  now  occupied  in  the 
second  Bavamn  assembly  on  the  im- 
I poriant  discussion  upon  the  introduction 
of  the  trial  hyjury — the  publicity  of  the 
courts,  as  well  of  civil  as  criminal  juris- 
diction— nothing  is  yet  decided.  (In 
some  parts  of  Europe,  the  courts  are  not 
open  to  the  public — the  prisoner,  the 
advocate  and  the  judges,  are  only  al- 
lowed to  enter  the  room.) 

In  llcs.se  Darmstadt,  the  deputies  of 
the  commons  assembled  to  deliberate 
on  grcvaiices,  in  spite  of  the  jvrohibition 
of  such  assemblies.

'I'he  inhabitants  of  Bavaria  on  the 
Rhine  have  heen  alarmed  by  the  report 
of  the  demand  of  a Great  Get  man  puvv- 
or  to  lake  jtossession  of  Landau,  and  gar- 
rison it  for  the  future.  The  rumors,  it 
is  thought  will  he  ctmiradieled. 

'I'ltc  second  Bavarian  chamber  have 
agreed,  altnost  unanimously,  to  intro- 
duce jury  trials  and  to  make  courts  pub- 
lic— lif.y  iiave  jittilioticd  the  king  to 
proivose  such  a law. 

'i'he  works  on  the  fortifications  which 
were  to  commence  in  Sweden  about  the 
first  of  May,  are  going  on  rapidly.  The 
king  who  desires  to  jjreaservc  peace 
with  his  neighbors,  apjHiars  to  take  the 
most  ajjpropriate  measures  to  assure  us 
duration. 

The  Swiss  consul  at  Marseilles  has 
written  to  Uie  Director  cf  the  Customs. 
His  letter  says,  that  some  i,ersoiis  hav- 
ing tl'.e  plague  were  at  Lazaretto — but

A letter  from  Marseilles  says — “ Tift 
plague  on  board  the  ship  has  ceased  its 
ravages.  Two  individuals,  who  v.'crt 
attacked,  are  nearly  cured,  and  neither 
the  passengers,  sailors,  nor  health-offi- 
cers, show  any  of  the  jirevious  symptoms 
of  the  disorder.  Wc  owe  much  in  this^ 
business  to  the  assiduous  care  and  ens- 
liglitencd  zeal  of  the  Intendants  of 
Health.'’

HIGHLY  INTERESTING. 

The  last  eastern  papers  bring  a letter 
from  St.  Thomas,  under  date  of  the  3d 
July,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  informa- 
tion had  that  day  been  received  from  An- 
gostura of  an  action  fought  on  the  12th 
of  June,  at  Curiana,  by  a division  of  the 
Spanish  army  under  the  command  of 
Gen.  Arana,  and  a division  of  the  patii- 
ots  led  by  Marino,.  The  royalists  were 
totally  defeated.  Their  loss  was  from 
one  thousand  to  eleven  hundred  men,  to. 
getherwith  all  their  campequipage,  doc- 
uments, fac.  The  jiatriots  suft’ered  se- 
verely, having  lost  400  men. 

The  letter  containing  the  above  infor- 
mation is  said  to  be  written  by  a gentle- 
men of  the  highest  respectability. 

We  are  authorised  to  stat,e  that  th” 
Springfield  bank  is  paying  specie  for  its 
notes.  This  authority  comes  from  a 
gentleman  in  this  town,  who  lus  just  re- 
turned from  there. 

The  English  attorney  general  had,  at 
the  last  dates,  introduced  a bill  into  tlic 
House  of  Commons,  declaring  it  felony 
for  any  subject  to  fight  in  the  cause  of 
the  Patriots  in  the  contCit  between  the 
colonics  and  Spain.

thcrcLi'C,  was  to  acquire  a fund  on 
which  to  commence,  temporarily,  u.itil 
the  bank  could  collect  the  debts  dac  to 
it.  Tills  fund  was  raised  on  the  credit 
of  individuals  ; which  together  with  the 
collections  of  debts,  has  enabled  tlic 
bank  to  redeem  upwards  of  14.000  of 
its  bills  issued,  besides  liquidatiirg  other 
claims  amounting  to  about  — 

I'lie  I'ei.ctpts  for  debts  due  the  bank  du- 
ring its  last  operations,  have  fallen  s'lort 
of  what  the  directors  had  anticipated. — 
.\mong  these  disappointments,  the  most 
prominent  is  the  delinquency  of  the 
cojonels  James  and  R.  M.  Jolinsoii  ol 
Kentucky,  in  not  paying  the  large  sums 
of  money  (amouniin<g  to  about  f',jG,000 
dollars)  lately  awarded  against  them. — 
rh.o  col.
